You must have an ample supply 
of water, both hot. and.cold, for 
an automatic to work satisfactor- 
ily in your home.

Ask about the requirements for 
hot and cold water and water pres- 
sure aS you examine different 
kinds of automatic washers. 

Check on installation costs, too, 
for. they may add considerably to 
the cost of the washer.

Cut 750 Jet Fighters 


The howl of the housewife that 
prices have climbed beyond . any 
reasonable or sensible level was 
‘taken up by the air force which re- 
ported between April and Septem- 
ber increases weakened the force’s 
purchasing power by an equivalent 
of 750 F-86 jet fighter planes. 

The cost increases in essential 
John McCone, under- 
secretary for air, told the house 
armed services subcommittee 
would run about $315 million.

Homemakers may not realize it, 
but their shopping habits have 
changed | radically, especially with- 
in the last ten. years, _ 

According -to a recently - com- 
pleted survey of housewives con- 
ducted by. university research ex- 
perts, most women now shop for 
groceries only once a week, and 
their favorite day is Friday. This 
is due largely to two factors: the 
s | prevalence in both small and large 
communities of the supermarket, 
which stocks all foods in one lo- 
cation, making it unnecessary to 
shop from store to store, and the 
influence of foods advertising 
in papers toward the end of the 
week. | 

But the Friday preference is 
still mostly habit, and store man- 
agers: are willing te change all 
that, They have been urging for 
years that women avoid the rush 
of weekend shopping and market 
at the beginning of the week in- 
stead.
